The past few weeks have demonstrated 
beyond a doubt that plans for street im- 
provements must concern the city officials 
as a major part of the civic program. It 
is becoming increasingly evident that the 
maintenance of poorly improved streets is 
too great and that something more per- 
manent must be done if we are not going 
back to the horse age. 

It would be impossible to pave all the 
streets in the better settled parts of the 
city but a plan could be evolved to thus 
create more permanent leads or arteries 
through every district, with the streets 
leading to those arteries gravelled much 
more heavily than seems to have been the 
rule. 

This would be a major task and would 
require considerable money, but the rate- 
payers would no doubt be prepared to 
meet the situation if they can be shown 
that an ultimate saving can be made. Per- 
haps part of the cost can be taken from 
the current mill rate as is now being done, 
and the program enlarged by using money 
from the sinking fund, which already has 
been permitted under the Fortin plan.

Houses Are Being Built 


While not spectacular, a total of 12 
building permits issued during 
makes a substantia! addition to the 
son's construction program for Edmon- 
ton. A satisfactory feature is that of 
the April permits 41 provide for the erec- 
tion of new dwellings costing $1,000 o: 
more each, for a total of $90,550. Altera- 
tions and repairs account for 61 more of 
the permits, the cost aggregating $36,555 
Because of weather conditions not many 
permits were taken out before April for 
the building and alteration houses, 
from which it may be anticipeted that the 
figures for May will show this branch of 
building activity to be as yet only gather- 
ing momentum. 

By comparison with the obvious need 
of more living quarters, these figures are 
not at all impressive. At best they suggest 
enough new building to take care of the 
year's growth of population, leaving the 


of 
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housing situation next fall no worse than 
it was last. But even this outlook is en- 
couraging in the circumstances, and 
events may show it to be an under-esti- 
mate of the season's house-building. 

At a modest calculation Edmonton is 
short the equivalent of a thousand one- 
family houses. Last year's construction 
did nothing to reduce the shortage, and 
there is no present indication that the ar- 
rears will be much, if any, less when the 
present season ends. 

Still, it is being demonstrated that 
people can build houses, in fairly large 
numbers, even in the absence of the usual 
facilities for getting building loans. The 
practice is likely to continue while the de- 
mand is keen, for there is a good deal of 
unused cash and credit lying about in this 
and every other city. To the extent to 
which private funds replace company 
funds in creating new houses, the com- 
munity will become more self-dependent 
and less of future profits and wages will 
flow to eastern centres as interest and 
principal instalments. 


Thus far in the year 2,541 new motor 
vehicles have been sold in Alberta, a gain 
of 38 per cent over the figures for the per- 
iod last year.

By the time this appears in print your 
columnist will be cruising the enchanted water- 
ways of the B.C. coast. The trip is preparatory 
to seeking a life of quiet content and pleasant 
working conditions amid the isles and water- 
ways.

Our craft, the Calypse, isn’t a pretty boat to 
a yachtsman’s eye. hirty-six feet long, she has 
ll feet beam and is heavily made. Originally 
she was built for the Forest branch of the B.C. 
government to carry government surveyors and 
timber sealers up the coast, and to serve as a 
floating home for them. Her pilot house is aft, 
which doesn't contribute to beauty, but she is 
roomy and staunch, with all necessary comforts 
on board including a good four-hole stove in 
the galley with an oven, sink, 
running water, etc. Built for 
comfort and safety, she is snug 
in a sheltered cove at night and 
secure and steady in a seaway. In preparation 
for much running this summer, I've converted 
the engine from a gasoline to an oi] burner—not 
a difficult job with a high compression engine. 
The oil is heated by leading the fuel pipe three 
times round the hot exhaust where it enters the 
muffler.

Canada Seizes an Opportunity 


The announcement of the Hon. C. D, Howe, 
minister of transport, that the Federal govern- 
mental has appropriated $500,000 for a tourist 
advertising program in the United States will be 
welcomed by all those who believe that Canada 
at this juncture is offered the finest opportunity 
she has ever had to develop her tourist trade.

Washington to Tokyo

Reduced to a few words, this was a warn- 
ing to Japan that if Germany invaded Holland 
and brought the Dutch East Indies into a state 
of war with the Third Reich, and if Japan

Cordell Hull employed yesterday the erstwhile 
Oriental partner in the Rome-Berlin-Tokyo axis 
naturally sits up and takes notice.—Victoria 
Times.
